and it is alſo good fo the ſinowes. As Jcame from Fez 
ruſalem in the pere 1518 in a hippe, of the whichethe 
mater was talted Meter de chioggia, we were fet vpon 
by kiue kopſtes of Pirates, on this ſyde C oꝛpbu, t one 
of the Mariners fo attainted with the fircke of a gone 
that he had his arme bzuſed and broken, and wyth the 
fame bloße another burte in the bꝛeſt. The Phlſition 
would haue cut of the arme. But among other things 
that J caried about with me, J ound a boxe ok the fata 
opntment, wherwith Z anopnted his arme, and in the 
pate of fire oʒ ſeuen days, he was healed miraculouſ y. 
J haue made many experiences, aſwell vpö mp ſeif, as 
vpd others: and hauing geuen of it vnto diuers men to 
apde them ſelues withall, thet haue tolde me that thep 
bane foũd in it a meruelons pertue c operation. If peu 
make this ople in the time When the herbe of . Johns 
Wort is founde, pe hall put in the herbe, the blofome, 
and the ſeede: but i it be in the time when it can not be 
koũ d, after pe haue made the firſt decodio of the dog, as 
we haue (aid, ve thal bople the ople ¢ the greaſe ente as 
gain, putting to it the ople of S. Johns wort, whereot 
we haue ſpoken afo2e,02 as pe map get it:that is to ſal, 
half aſmuch as all the ople and greaſe is. And it pe can 
not kind zimallus 02 wild mallowes, pe map put in ſtede 
of it, 5 oyntment called dialres, which ts found cdmons 
lp at the Apoticarfes, And when ye wil botle the dog in 
the kettle, it halbe good to put to it, thre tozteſes that 
Iiue on the lange and not on the water, and fo chall the 
fato syntment be berp ertellent fo2 the gonte, Atertein 
man of mine acquaintaunte, of the age of rhirtie peres 
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verxed withthe gout, whome J made take ol this ople, 
and anopnt himſelk a litle in the place of tbe griefe, and 
about it⸗putting to it two partes of ople roſat, one part 
of ople violet, € two partes of the ſaid ople of p dogge.

The wape howe to make it ( Whyche is vſed in the 
ſaied Meſte partes) is thus. In Mines, where Golde 
and Spluer, oz Copper is gotten, is kounde a kynde of 
water, whiche (as J my felfe haue ſeene and pꝛoued by 
experience / is of it ſelfe berpe neete and excellent for to 
ſouder oꝛ to found wyth. And alſo J knowe a place in 
Germanpe, where there is a greate deyne of fuche wa 
ter, whiche notwithſtandinge, the papſauntes knowe 
not of. Now, they take thys water, with the earth that 
is vnderneath it, oꝛ on the ſydes, and boile it a certaine 
tyme, and than ſtraine it, and fo leauinge it, it conges 
leth into Iptle pebbles, euen like vnto Salt Peter. 
And therefor pfa man ſhoulde keepe theym longe foo, 
thep wold not continue, but would refolue by litle and 
litle: Alfofo2 to make them better, and to pꝛeſerue the, 
and noꝛyſhe them in their owne nature and kynd, they 
take the groundes oꝛ dꝛegges that is left of the ſald wa 
ter, c earth putting to it barrowes greaſe, oz the greaſe

Than, whan they wyll (ell it, oz ſende it out 
of the contrey, they take the fated paſte oꝛ do we, with N 
the ſtones and al, With a kyze panne oꝛ ſome like thing in 
and kyl barelles and tonnes of it. This is the fame that A 
tommeth vnto vs, whiche we call dowe 02 paſte of Woe e 
tar. It is ſent alſo from the countrepe where Bozax is % th. 
made, oz litle ſtones of the faped paſte, fo rene wed and the WEE 
fined as 4 wil ſhe we pou. About thyaty yeare aga they ton 
fent muche moze of thys Bozax „ fyned and renewed, glaane 
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than they dyd of the paſte, becauſe that in Italpe they 
coulde not dꝛeſle noꝛ make it, noꝛ bꝛinge it into lptle 
tones, wherefore it was not put in bie, but of certaine 
wemen in diſtillations, foꝛ to paint them ſelues with. 
Since there hath ben one in Uenife that began to delle 
it and alter im a woman whom he had taught. Theſe 
two gat a greate ſomme of monep, and the ſapd ſecrete 
was longe betwene them two onelp, althoughe it was 
de ſpꝛed of euer man longe before. Finally, it is nowe 
come fo karre koꝛwarde, that manpe men in Ueniſe can 
dꝛeſſe it, but one maketh it farre better than another, 
and peraduenture very ke we haue the perfection of dꝛel 
ſinge it, with ſuche aduauntage that be loofe nothinge 
of the ſubſtaunce, and to make as muche of it as is pols 
fible perfectly as J will ſhewe pou hereafter fole wing. 
No bb, pou muſte take fpeſt of the ſapd paſte, that is not 
mouldp,vinebwed, oꝛ putriſied, foꝛ than it is a ſigne that 
it ſhoulde be olde, and of many peares, and thereby the 
litle ſtones ſhoulde be diminiſhed, loſte, oꝛ decaped. Het

Take 
water luke warme, that is to ſape, foꝛ t wos pounde of 
paſte, halfe a paple full, whiche pou ſhall put into ſome 
earthen vellell, puttinge the paſte into it, than with 
poure hande krape and ſtpꝛre it in fonder, as pou wolde 
temper leauen foꝛ to kneade, after this, ſtraine out the 
faicd water well thozoughe a ſtrainoure, and take the 
lytle ſtones that remaine in the ſaied veſſell, that is to

ground orc part of it take it away, and grynde the reſte in 
the lame place pf it be pollible and take heede that pou put 
none other water to it then the ſapd licour. And ik pou wyl 
know whenlt is ground inough, put a lptle of it hetwene 
pout teeth befoꝛe and tf pou teele it cracke as it were pou 
der, then it is well grounde. But in the meanetime be⸗ 
ware alſo p̊ it be not grounde fo. ſmall that it loſe his ca⸗ 
lour, but let it be indifferently wel grounde , And to dape 
the ſaid ſtone after all is ground, lap it vpon a cleane fene 
t dy it in the ſhadow out ol the Sunne ,fo2 the Sunne is 
hurtkull vnto it. and ohen pou thinke p it is dap , touche 
it with pour fingers, r if it turne into pouder like pearth 
oꝛ dʒy clap pou muſt take it awap, and in not takinge it as 
wap, it would not hurt it.

Ake the pelkes of fiue oꝛ ſixe egges of Hennes that 
haue bene nurriſhed ¢ fed w coꝛne, and not w graſle, 
e perte the pelke with ſame ſharpe poynted thing, e 
ſpꝛinkle it here e there as men do oyle vpon ſalades, vpon 


the azurcs a litle vpon eche ſoꝛt, do ſo in euerp baſen and
